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November was almost as pleasant 
as October usually is.

An opportunity to have Ha- 
worthias for a subject to write 
about pleases me a good deal, since 
they are my favorite succulent. They 
are native to South Africa, and are 
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worth. They seem to etait caves 
ites of every one that grows them, 
due to their very neat appearance, 
and their adaptability to available 
window speace. They seem to adapt 
themselves to any light, and_ still 
retain their lovely form. 


Some have what is called “‘win- 
dows’’ in tip of leaves; others what 
is called “‘Eve lashes.’’ Also one 
called “‘lace.’’ Some varieties seem 
to be covered with seed pearls. One 
is called “frosted zebra’ for com- 
mon name. Some have very plump 
pale green succulent leaves, while 
others are dark green and rough 
like. Some have long and narrow 
leaves, while others are short and 
stubby. All so very attractive and 
easy to grow, and they grow in 
stemless rosette form, so they do 
not become ‘leggy’ like some 
plants. 


Due to their small size quite a 
number may be grown in a small 
space, since some varieties are so 
elusive and difficult to obtain, they 
are ideal to specialize in. They seem 
to enjoy a rather rich soil. I use the 
following mixture:
